"SpoTTEit" DOG.—Among 


the attaches of the Fifth Btroot Railway 
Line is ono who has exhibited most remark- 
able fidelity in his attention to tho in- 
terests of the company. The phenomenon 
referred to is a medium sized dog that has 
been for n long time kept '.about tho car 
stables, and has of late become a kind of in- 
spector 
or overseer of tho line. 
Every 


morning ho goes out on n car and rides 
along for some distance, when he jumps 
down and waits at a crossing for tho nest 
conch. This he boards, as it passes, and 
after a thorough scrutiny of conductor, 
driver, horses, cud all the appointments of 
the outfit, he visits some other in liko man- 
ner. 
In this way he pasies the entire day, 


usually going over the whole line and in- 
specting a great many cars.

"Hero wo are in tho renowned country of 


Kerry, coasting along tho rapid river of 
Flesk with tho castle of Glonfesk. in full 
sight on tho brow of a hill. Presently tho 
train stopped nt the station of Killarnoy, tho 
approach to which seems more like a 
fashionable watering-place than a city in tho 
heart of tho mountains. 


There arc two hotels, tholtailway.autl tho 


Mucross. 
We passed by the first, and 


. stopped ut tho second, because it affords 
to travellers more facilities in exploring 
Killnraoy, since it is only separated from 
tho lower lake by the estate of Mucross. 
Upon this magnificent domain at tho cud of 
an avenue of chestnuts, nre the ruins of the 
famous monastery of Mucross. 
AVithin the 


abbey arc tho tombs of tho old chiefs of the 
clans, tho McCarthy's and O'Donoghues 
with curious inscriptions upon them. Wo 
visited tho cloisters through whoso dark al- 
leys, true monks ages ago used to pass to 
ami fro, and I do not believe a single 
Irishman would venture through these black

In tho middle of tho 
courtyard stands a venerable yew-tree,which 
is hefd in great veneration by tho country 
people, who say no one can pick ft leaf from 
it, without being wounded, so therefore, 
much as I wanted to bring away a bough, I 
was afraid to touch it. 
.But we were moat 


anxious to visit the waterfalls of Tore; so 
taking a jaunting car we crossed over Lcn- 
cross while our guide kept calling out''La- 
dies, litre is tho lower lake, called Lough 
Lean, hero is Lake Lincross and the bukeen 
bridge, which will take you over to tho Islo 
of Tunis." We accordingly crossed over to 
a little Swiss cottage whore travellers find 
excellent lunches. Many people hod arrived 
there before us and were walking abo'it in all 
directions. 
After a repnst we set out our- 


sclves and presently 
came 
to a most 


picturesque spot. "Herc"said our guide, "vvei 
Walter ,Scott> favorite view in allKillarney." 
Just over thero the Caters from threfi lake's 
meet,"and no boat could pass without be- 
ing tossed on the rocks. All along our way 
we were assailed by crowds of children with 
fancy articles for sale. After a little further 
walk, wo came upon a sight which drew 
from us cries of admiration; it was a vast 
sheet of water falling from tho hight of 
sixty feet, in feathers of foam with a tro- 
mcudous roar, tlcro wan our goal, the 
waterfall of Tore. The fall commenced in 
n little liiko called ''Tho Devil's Punch 
Uowl" which has the following logoucl. 


Thoj' say a traveler alter having climbed 


tho mountains, was so thirsty, that he im- 
pudently exclaims "I would give my soul 
for a bo'wl of Punch" whereupon tho devil 
immediately appeared 
and taking him 


at his word bit a piece out of the 
mountains and throw it into the lake. 


The hole ho made, at once filled up with 


punch and tho traveller, stopping to drink 
was never seen again 
Here in 177-, the 


celebrated stalosnum, Ohudys -James lros 
swam oil around tho lake, whoso waters are 
vary black and cold. Wo next set out to 
climb tho mountain of Tore and wearied as 
wo were, the cHvcrtsified prospect well re- 
paid us. 
Next day wo atartod on another 


expedition to the gup of I)uuloo,-a valley 
about six miles rrorn Killarnoy with the 
"Hecks" on one side and tho purple moun- 
tains on the other. Tho city of Killarnoy 
which we went through is gloomy and dirty 
and tho shops are full of toys carved by the 
moimtiduoory. Tho gap is four miles long, 
and the river Loc runs through it. 
When 


wo reached tho entrance, our guide told us 
to halt mid hoar-.tho echoes. 
lie disap- 


peared and in 11 moment began a mysterious 
concert which seemed to conic from tho 
aides of tho mountains. It was his horn on 
which he was playing a sweet nir. 
Tho 


effect us uy like fairyland. Soon after ho 
fired n pistol, and tho reverberation re- 
sembled heavy thunder. A little farther on, 
wo halted again and now tho music seemed 
to come from the lako, as though thu fabled 
syrens woro playing in tho depths. Three 
times tho deception was caused by a blind 
musician" concealed in it hollow spot in a 
rook. Presently he camo forward aud^after 
giving him some change wo induced him to 
sing and tho surrounding rocks echoed hia 
notes again and again. 
At the cud of the 


gap, wo took a coast on tho lako, and 
stopped io. ^ i:->it tho queen's cottage a 
plcasurchou.se built by Lndy Kcnmaro for 
queen Victoria. Thou after going over tho 
grounds of Lady Koniiiaro's own residence, 
we halted at a cottago where refreshments 
are provided and returning over the lake by 
moonlight ended the day.

before the seed is formed,—but we have 
never jot boeii nblo to see that s ton of such 
hay excpptiug clover, was worth more Ui»n 
» ton of hay m»do-froui grass cut one, two 
or three weeks earlier than that. 
We have 


never fouud a stock of cows that did not 
prefer rowen to hay cut in blossom, eseont 
m the case of clover. So, ag far as quality 
is con'cernod, we do not hesitate to cut, 
or 


to recommend others to cut early. 
The 


true principle is to cut the grass as soon as 
it reaches the perfect state, and the oiie best 
adapted.for feeding purposes. This is just 
before the starch and glnter of the plant 
have gone to the formation of seed or have 
been converted into woody fiber. The in- 
telligent farmer is now well aware of the 
fact or the advantage of cutting bis grass 
before the elements named are appropriated 
by the plant for the reproduction of the 
specie's. Tho fact is, grass should be cut 
when the juice is in it, and when there is 
nothing hard or iniratritious in the stalk. 
Hay made <:t the right time is twice as val- 
uable as the woody product of many of our 
meadowi.—[New England Farmer.
